HINTS ABOUT THE puh OF NATURAL HISTORY, 


By A PROLETARY, 


“Modern Civilizationkrests upon the Natural Seiences "= 
ý CUTTINGER. 
[Conthhued from Last Weck.) 

Will the reader permit me now to finish this essay 
by entertaining hif with a few facts in rolntion to 
the Natural. history of Kansans? and especially some 
facts relating to'thd} Flora of Salino connty. We 
hope to make the si{bject moré interesting than it may 
at first appear to the casual render. ; 

When [came to this country in 1870 I got the idea of 
studying the prasseg and other plants of my homestead 
and surroundings, ns was not an easy task fór mę, 
as I was not acquainted either with Kansas plants or 
with tho English lihguage; not oven a book or papér 
in my possession iğ help me. J let my intention and 
situation be known. through the Kansas Farmer, 
Prof, Mudge let mbknow through the same organ, 
that I would find ifthe Educational Journal n list of 
about 600 plants, Which were all “or nearly all” the 
Kansas Flora, Sfx hundred! Only 600, Always 
counting by threo-dr by six; as the three persons of 
the holy Trinity, the three Graces, the three Furies, 
tho six days of erealion 6000 years ago, and tho 600 
plants of Kansas! gy. ; PET 

I began, to, workin toginyestigate, as best I could, 
alse AACE SE ESSA of work tA tA 
say, after many Sunday excursions 1n search of plants, 
between the years 1871 and 1875, I sent to the Kan- 
sns Academy of Science specimens of 120 to 180 new 
specimens for the state not yet recorded. The sacra- 
mental number of 000 of the Educational Journal, 
was about as near right as the 6000 of the holy book, 
The number of Kansas plants known to-day is more 
than 1500, and all are not yet recorded. 

Among my discoveries or contributions are about 
forty grasses, ull of which I have sent to various col- 
lections, und especially to the Manhattan College of 
Agriculture of Kansas, which kindly spoke of it in 
the “Industrialist,”. Among those grasses are four or 
five species of Aristidue, n genus not montioned in the 
Kansas catalogue before my sending, although one of 
them, the A. purpurascens, is very conspicuous and 
abundantin some places; also several pnneicena,not very 
common; two or three kinds of Spartina, one of them 
sterile; the Andropogon Torrey gonus, very interesting 
and scarce. Lhe Sporobolus montanus,and Jastly,n new 
Setaria which Prof. Vassey, a savant among suvaats, docs 
not mention as avariety in his official catalogue of the 
North American grasses, a work in which several 
other omissions nnd misrepresentations can be found. 
Savants say that this form of setariais but a varicty of 
the S. glauca, (Benuz.) A “variety which differs in 
all its parts from the well known species (S. glauca) 
having spikes oboval,one to three inches long, with gil- 
very bristles, roughstalk under the spike, with staton- 
ifcrous roots propagating the plant which ts perennial, 
while the other is but annual, with roots 
fibrous, spike cylindrical three to five inches 
long, with yellow (glaucus) bristles, stalk soft all 
over—does not such a variety constitute a 
very distinct species? If not, will the savants 
tell us what it nceds to constitute a species? I know 
this form procecds from another Setaria, from the 
glauca probably, or vice versa, but isit not the same 
with hundreds and thousands of forms which you 
make as so many different species? To ndmit the 
variety, is it not to admit the change, the temporancity 
of the species? Of course a savantor a superficial 
investigator can see but little difference between the 
two forms by examining the dry specimen of cach 
taken from the herbarium, but there is not a laborer 
in the fields who, after having watched and observed 
the growing of the living plants would take them ns 
only one species, no matter how or from what they 
originated. 

Monkey we came from, monkey we are, but anyhow 
or somehow we are called men. So I call this grass 
Setaria Perennis—Hallandenry. Thelate E, Hall, 
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one of the best workers in the Botanical ficld, 
considered this form asa very different species, and 
M. J. H. Carruth, another practical Botanist, reports 
it in his Kansas catalogue under this name. 

The sedges (Cyperacenc, Caves, eten) which are 
often taken for grasses, aro numerous and some ‘of 
them very beautiful,

TI APPOAL. 


What at Weans, 

Much misconception seems still to oxistin tho minds 
of many of our correspon Jents and friends in regard 
to the meaning or real animus of our appeal from the 
decision of tho district court to tho suprema court of 
Kansas. To remove this misapprehension and to place 
the matter in its truo light, as viewed by us, we wish 
to Ray, 

First and negatively: 

Tho appeal docs not mean, on our part, a atrrendor 
tolegality. Wo Lavo not asked tho Judges of tho sit 


premo court to tellus whether wa have dono right or 
wrong by ignoring forms in our autonomistio marriage, 
lt does not mean that we have put our conscience into 
the keeping of the three men who composa the court. 
The appeal dacs not mean that wo acknowledge “alles 
piance to tho atatu of Kansas, in any proper seneo of 
tho word allegiance. We have all tho while declared 
that ave owo no allevianes to the stato of Kansas, Wo 
claim to be citizens, not subjects, of Kansas. Wo 
claim to becitizens of tha planet on which wo livo, 
citizens of the United States of America, and if citi- 
zens of the latter, then according to the American idea 
of government, we are sovereigns, self-rulers, and if 60 
wo owe allegiance to no person and to nothing except 
toour individual selves and to tho principles of right, 
truth and duty as wo see these principles, Wo main- 
tain that the stateof Kaneas is not a person at all, and 
therefore it can only by legal fiction be called a sov- 
creigu state, for personality is a necessary attribute of 
sovercignty, Wo maintain that the stato is the crea- 
ture and the subject of the individual, who is the real 
sovercign—tho creator, We maintain that indi- 
vidual sovereignty js a natural right, thatit cannot be 
alienated or delegated to tho artificial arrangement 
or machine called the stato Wa maintain that tho 
duty of the state—the creature and servant aforesaid— 
is not to to tell the citizen—tho sovercign—what he 
may or ought to do, A sovereign is presumed to know 
what his rights and his duties are, ‘Che only duty or 
function of the stato is to RESTRAIN Giminak, that is, 
to keep each citizen within his proper sphere of rights 
and thereby assist cach sovereign to maintain his own 
rights. In thediseharge of this duty it 18 necesary 
thatthose who arecharged with the duty of restrain- 
ing evil-docrs should have an umpire or umpires before 
whom to bring disputed vases. That is to say, thoro 
must be some method of agreement as to the manner 
in which disputes aro to bo scttled, This is doubtless 
tho design and origin of what we call our judiciary, 
our courts of justice, ‘Tho judges of these courts aro 
not autocrats, or should not beso. Like all other pub- 
lic functionaries they aro amenable tothe people, 


whosa servants they are. hoy aresupposed to rep-

resent the average public sentiment 
as to what is right and what is 
wrong betweén soverign individ- 
uals. 

This much being conceded it fol- 
lows that if the public sentiment— 
tho public mini—be ignorant or 
controlled by prejtdice the umpires 
or judges will also be ignorant or 
controlled by prejudice, and that in 
their rulings they will render such 
decisions as they think will be satis- 
factory to their constituents, their 
masters, who will in time at tho 
polls declare whether the rulings of 
said umpires are approved by them 
or not. 

Our appeal, then, is not so much 
to the umpires called judges as it is 
to the whole people of Kansas, to 
our fellow-citizens,our fellow sover- 
cigns, whose servants these judges 
are supposed to be. 

True, we havo asked these um- 
pires to say that under any just and 
fair construction of laws already on 
the statute-books which they take as 
their gnides, as well as according to 
justice, we are entitled to tho protec- 
tion of the machinery of govern- 
ment and not to the persecution 
thereof; butif their decision should 

e adverse to our position it would 
not in the least alter or modify our 
own opinion in regard thereto, nor 
would wo any tho less continue our 
appeal to tho masters of these um- 
pires; none the less would wo try to 
show that such decisions are utterly 
at variance with the basia principles 
of liberty, of justice and equality 
upon which the American system of 
govoriinont is supposed to bo found- 
ed,

BRADEN'S LECTURES. 

Some two weeks ago we gaye nos 
tice in Lucifer that ‘the somewhat 
noted Christian lecturer, Clark Bra- 
den waa billed for a course of lec- 
tures at Valloy Falls. A prominent 
member of the “Christian” or Camp- 
bellite church, to which scct Mr. 
Braden belongs, had called at our 
oflice with one of tho bills, asking 
us to give somo notice thereof in 
tho paper, and cordially inviting us 
to attend the’entire course, and to 
induco all we could to come and 
hear, This we readily agreed to do, 
forin so doing we would only he 
treating the lecturer and his friends 
as we would like to bo treated in 
turn, Wohad heard many unfavor- 
ablo reporta in regard to tha reputa- 
tion of Mr, Braden as to his methods 
of treating thosa who differ from 
him, and also that tho fair minded 
of his own people did not endorse 
him asa man or a3 a lecturers but 
our motto is to condemn no man un- 
heard, but “try all things and prove 
all things’ and all men, 

Mr, Braden came; he is now hero 
and has nearly finished his course of 
lectures. Wo attended two of these, 
and gave to the speaker tho most 
careful and candid attention in our 
power. We treated Mr, Braden as 
wo should liko to be treated, and in 
return reacived from him-—well-- 
we would much rather some eno 
elso should tell the story lest wo 
bo accused of personal bias and of 
exaggeration, We took some notes, 
but our limited spacothis week will 
scarcely permit their use. 

His first lecture was largely de- 
voted to outlining his intended 
course, and in relating anecdotes in 
which Clark Braden was tho central 
figuro—suggesting tho applicability 
of tho old homely saying, “It’s a 
poor dog that cau't shake his own 
tail,” or, freely rendered: it isa poor 
storyteller that cannot tell a good 
story when ho himself is the hero 
thereof, 

In the estimation of Mr. Braden In- 
fidelsas a class were a set of ignor- 
ant, conceited, impudent, noisy and 
cowardly braggarts, Personally 
they wero not worth noticing, but 
that it would not do for Christians 
to ignore thespread of infldelity any 
more than it would do for them to 
ignore the spread of “any other sin.” 
Infidelity must bo metand destroyed 
as we would meet and destroy any 
other vileness, Mr. Braden dwelt 
much ayer this part of his theme. 
Ingersoll's followers were simply 
the low rabble, the hoodlums that 
cheered his “ribald sneers" at Chris- 
tianity, just as they would checr the 
jests of a clown at the circus. While 

nfidels claim to be the discoverers 
and leaders in science, they ara ro 
ignorant that they cannot even do 
fine the terms they uso so flippantly, 
“The editor of your Infidel paper 
cannot define the word Evolution; I 


defy him to do it.’ These are, we 
think, his exact words, and spoken 
in loud defiant tones, shaking his 
fist, as itwere,in the face of that 
humble individual, Several other 
allusions of an offensively personal 
nature were made, such as that the 
Infidels of Valley Falls coull sneer 
at Christianity while in good health, 
but that when death stared them in 
the face they showed their insincer- 
ity and their cowardice by seading 
for a minister to pray forthem. (Wo 
will just say here that if there has 
ever been an instance of this kind 
we are not aware of the fact.) 

After listening to so much that 
might be called personal challenges, 
we confidently expected Mr. Braden 
to give his hearers a chance to reply, 
but he did nothing of the kind, ex- 
cept to say that writen questions” 
would be answered during the prog- 
ress of the meetings. As thismeth- 
od gives tho lecturer every advant- 
age we declined to enter the lists in 
any such one-sided contest. 

"his treatment should have ended 
our attendance upon Mr. Braden’s 
lectures, Many years ago, at Jeffer- 
son City, Mo., we wero told this sto- 
ry of Col, Benton: One of the lead- 
ing Democratic politicians was 
asked why he did not attend the 
Colonel's leyees. The reply was, “I 
went once and was insulted, in such 
a way that I could not defend my- 
relf. That was Benton's fault; if 1 
goagain and get insulted it will be 
my fault.” And just sof should 
have reasoned (using the personal 
“I” instead of the 1m rsonal twe”) 
but I went again aid received just 
such treatment as might havo been 
expected, judging from tho exhibi- 
tion on the first night. 

On Sunday night tho lecturers 
subject was “What has Christianity 
dono for the World,—morally, poe 
litically and intellectually?” Sub- 
stantially he claimed that the world 
owed all modern progress in these 
departments to the influence | of 
Christianity. That we could have 
no reliable standard of morals out. 
side of Christiamty, To prove this 
he instituted a comparison betwee 
Christian nations and non-Christian, 
ancient and modern; then, coming to 
classes, he maintained that Infidels 
generally were immoral as compared 
to Christians, Infidels could ‘show 
but a “corporal’s guard” of “decent. 
ly" moral men as.compared to tho 
hosts of Christians whose morals 
were unimpeachable, he direct 
tendency of Christianity was to elc- 
vato the moral standard while that 
of Infidelity was to lower it. 

If there were any decent Infidels 
in Valley Falls-they “owe what de- 
ecney they have to Christianity.” It 
would be found on inquiry that they 
had been “reared by Christian pa- 
rents,” 

This was getting down to person- 
alities again. A friend at my elbow 
whispered tho namo of J, M. Piaz- 
zek, one of tho oldest and most ro- 
liable of the business men of Valley 
Falls, as a man who had always been 
an Infidel or freethinker, and had 
not been raised by Christian parents, 
Acting upon the impulse of the mo- 
ment, I asked Mr. Braden, ‘Do you 
want names? Ifso I would namo 
J. M. Piazzek as oneto whom your 
rule would not apply.” 

Turning upon me with much ap- 
parent anger, Mr, Braden said, 

“Did you print as much smut in 
your paper when you were a 
Christian as you do naw?” 

oy printed no smut then, and I 
print none now,” —or words to that 
effect. 

“Well,” said Mr. B., “your neigh- 
bors will have something to say 
about that,” and then, as though they 
felt themselves appealed to, there 
was a roar of ‘applause from various 
parts of the audience. 

Parenthetieally I would here ask 
Mr. Braden if he ever heard tho sto- 
ry of the woman in the museum who, 
coming suddenly upon a nude statue, 
turned away her head and asked tho 
guide, 

“Isn'tit nasty?" 

No," said the guide, “but your 
mind is!” 

Is not this the canso of all the 
tronble with Mr. Braden and those 
who so promptly cheered him? In 
showing up the terrible crimes that 
are sanctioned, orat least covered up 
and exeused by Christianity, and by 
polite modern’society, wo have used 
strong language—what might be 
called naked language, and Mr, Bra- 
den and his friends turn away their 
eyes—they aro horrified! They call 
it “nasty, “obscene,” and want Lu- 
cifer “suppressed” and its editors 
sent to prison. : 

Again; we ask the lecturer if he 


ever heard such an admonition as 
this: “Judge not, that ye be not 
judged?” All words are good and 
pure in themselves: itis oriy the in- 
tent or purpose—that is, it is only 
in the heart or mind of the user that 
they can be called smutty or ob- 
scene, Then this man Braden and 
his pharisaic applauders set them- 
selves up as judges over the 
thonghts and intents of their neigh- 
bors’ hearts, This is Christianity— 


a-la Braden. 
WHO ARE CHRISTIANS ?, 


Returning to our report of the 
lecture: When [responded to Mr, 
Braden’s personal challenge, by 
naming J. a Piazzek, some one in 
the audience came to Mr. Braden’s 
rescue by saying that Mr. Piazzek’s 
parents were Christian. I have 
since interviewed the gentleman 
himself in regard to tho matter, and 
he says his mother was a Catholic, 
and his father a non-believer. But 
here the question comes in, Who are 
Christians? 

Does Mr. Braden claim as such 
the whole Roman Catholic church? 
If so, he would claim Mi. Piazzek 
himself, who, though a life-long 
Freethinker vr Infidel, was baptized 
into the Catholic Church in infancy 
and has never been excommunicated, 
and, as is well known, the Pope 
claims all such as being members of 
hisfold. Of course Mr. Braden will 
make nosuch claim, ‘Then I de- 
mand, again, where is the line be- 
tween Christians aud non-Chris- 
tians? Will he take the New Tes- 
tament standard as given by Jesus 
himself? Let us see what it is: 

“And these signs shall follow them 
that believe: In my name shall the: 
cast out devils; they shall spen 
with new tongues; 

“They shall take up sorpents, and if 
they drivk any dendly thing, it shall not 
hurt them; they shall Jay fanas on the 
sick, and they shall recover.” 


I challenge Mr Braden to try this 
tést on himself and on his brethren 
and sisters of Valley Falls, I know 
vey well what their evasive answer 
will be--that the “days of miracles 
are past.” Very well; then, also, the 
days of Selievers are past, and there- 
fore, the days of Christians are past, 
and there are no Christians now liv- 
ing, for Jesus put no limit to this 
testasto time. There are many 
other New Testament tests that I 
insist should be used when deciding 
whoare Christians, but the mention 
of these must be deferred, 

Again; in regard to tho challenge 
that the “decent Infidels of Valley 
Falls‘owo their decency to the fact 
of Christian parentage,” we are per- 
mitted to state that there are now 
living near Valley Falls two non- 
Christian members of the English 
Burgoyne family, whose parents for 
two generations back were not 
Christians in any proper sense of 
the word, The father of theso two 
persons was named ‘Thomas, in bone 
or of Thomas Paine, ‘Will our pro- 
fessional detractionist say that those 
persons aro not decent? Though 
shunning, rather than seeking noto- 
riety, the full names of these two 
persons can be given if called for, 

Onco more: Would Mr. Braden call 
Robert Ingersoll's daughters indecent 
because, of their Infidel parentage? And 
were the sons and daughters of the nun- 
Christian presidents of the United States 
indeceut persons because of their non- 
Christian parentage? Incidentally, will 
Mr. Braden tell ua the names of the 
Christian presidents of the United 
States? 


Our space is about full for this issue, 
and the further report of the lecture 
must be postponed till next issue, We 
cau only relate now that so many per- 
sonal challenges had been made by Mr. 
Braden that I thought it not amisa to da 
a littlo challenging also, and so asked 
him it he carried with him a book called 
“Bradon Unmasked.” ‘This was partly 
because one of the books advertised and 
sold by Mr. B. was called “Ingersoll 
Unmasked,” but chiefly because I wanted 
to eso the book first named and comparo 
it with extracte therofrom that were 
floating round in the newspapers. In 
this I treated Mr. Braden ns I should 
expect to be treated in turn, If I were 
in the business of unmasking people,and 
some one should attempt to unmask me 

I would geep copies of my opponent's 
book for sale, to show how well or how 
ill he bad done his work. 

Mr. Braden replied that he did not 
sell “Bradon Unmasked,” and that the 


author thereof, Mr. Luse, was now in 
prison tor perjury,"—I think he said— 
and I think he added, “in prison where 
you will bo—or ought tobe, I replied 


that I simply asked for information, as 
I wanted to seo the book, Then Mr, 
Braden said: “You are answered, aro 
you not?” 

“I have your answer but not the 
book.” 

Then some one in the audience shout- 
ed, “put him out!” and some one else 
said as promptly, “No!” 

I wish to say now that the fact that 
Mr. Luse has been accused or even con- 
victed of perjury, in regard to some 
other matter, does not anawer his in- 
dictmont against Mr. Braden, In these 
latter days it by no means follows 
that a maniso real criminal because he 
has beon legally convicted of crime, 
And in snswer to Mr. Braden's taunt 
that I may soon be in prison myself, I 
would just say that while it is true tbat I 
am under arrest, accused of a law- 
created or constructive crime, I am not 
even accused of a real crime as Mr. 
Braden was when he was arrested ir 
Missouri on a requisition from the Gov- 
ernor of Nebraska, and .taken as a pris- 
oner to Wilber, Neb. to answer ton 
“charge of felony’—which statement we 
see frequently mado, 

As Mt, Braden has himself provoked 
this comparison of records I will here 
introduce a quotation from “Braden 
Unmasked,” ag roprivted mn the “Noncon- 
formist,” (Winfield, Kan.): 

Clark Braden, give ear! You have 
sent broad-cast over the country a pamph- 
let filled with sarcasm, vituperation, lies, 
and the basest slander. The pamphlet 
is entitled ‘Ingersoll Unmasked,’ a few 
hundred copies of which were sold under 
the Sheriff’s bammer, with other goods, 
for board yon owe me, and which I bid 
off and used for kindling. ‘The lottor 
from your son, which exposed you so 
completely, and which you supposed you 
had burned, unfortunately for you fell 
into my hands. When my wife read it 
she was determined that I should dis- 
charge you fromthe house. Shama on 
a man who is go lost to alt human feel 
ing as to ehow the anger you did when 
you read the wholesome advice in that 
etter, When my wife brought the let- 
ter to me, in the course of the afternoon, 
then I wnderstood your movements; then 
it waa that she demanded your removal 
from the houso, If thero is a God, and I 
believe there is; it there will be a fature 
judgment, and I believe thore will be 
before that God you and I must stan 
on that day of the final summing up of 
all things, what will your auswer be? 

“You have been read out of the church 
of which ‘I, Clark Braden, am a member’ 
and published as unworthy the confi- 
dence of your own people. 
been denounced by your own people as 
a deceiver and n slanderor. ou were 
rotten-egged out of Texas, and come 
polled to Jeave the town at six o'clock 
pP. ma, When you had an engagement to 
lecture there that night.” 

In conclusion for this week, we will 
just say that something was said at the 
lecture ia regard to a joint discussion at 
some future time at Valley Falls, be- 
tween Bradeu and some one to represent 
the claims of Secularism, Mr. Braden 
has sent a formal challenge to that ef- 
fect, which challengo will be printed in 
next issue, Meantime our readers 
who may have heard Mr, Bradea and 
who may wish to hear both sides, can 
get a rofutation of most of Mr. Braden’s 
extravagant claims for Christiani- 
ty by reading “Falso Claims of the 
Church," aud “Bible Morals,” by Rems- 
burg, The first 10 cts., and second 25 cts.

by command the respect even of average 
people, But when itis quite gonerally 
known thot many of these so-called 
reformers ignore the needs of their com- 
panions, and prevaricate and evade, and 
desert in order to obtain what they are 
pleased to call their rights, then, indeed, 
may we expect to incur the reproach 
and contempt of those who are at least 
trying to act with some consideration 
towards others. 

In assuming the conjugal relation I 
have muintained, for ten years, my right 
to person, property and name;and though 
I have suffered much from misreprehen- 
sion and prejudice, I havo generally 
found people fairly well disposed towards 
these reforms, when they understood 
that I was not laboring toinduce mon 
to become more lustful, and women 
more degraded than they have been, and 
still are. My greatest suffering has 
really come from the misunderstanding 
of those who are known as liberals, who. 
persist in assuming and assorting that 
because I beheve in woman's equality in 
and out of marriage, I therefore favor 
temporary, surreptitious, sexual rela- 
tiouships, and all the degradation conse- 
quent thereupon. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. 

My sympathy is with Lillian Harman 
bocauso of her open aud honorable an- 
nouncement of her relationship with her 
chosen companion, her retention of her 
name, as an indication that she maine 
taius herrightto her individuality, and 
the presumption that sho believes in 
conjugal union, and not in the do- 
moralizing theory of variety; and in 
defense of what believe to be vital 
truth, I have no reason to suppose I 
shail ever become either a coward or a 
hypocrite.

It seems to me so unnatural to feol that 
such situations, those which involve and 
inelude the very ceuter of our deepest 
relations to sucicty should be kept secret 
Our very love of free and open conversa» 
tion with our friends calls for froo 
speech in this regard. Free thought, 
treo speech implies free action--the right 
to tell of our love affairs with true regard 
for their sacredness; and this right we 
must demand henceforth without arrost 
or persecution.

When I co-operate in a business 
undertaking there is a statemont of 
tho obligations I propose to assume. 
These agreements sre made as an evi- 
eence of my intentions in the matter, 
giving tho partner some sort of an idea 
as to what he can reasonably rely upon. 
IfI make these statements in any publio 
manner, then I have some means of 
proving them true should any necessity 
arise therefor, 

When I enter into a sexual relation- 
ship I feel that itis wise to have at least 
asclearan understanding of the matter, 
and as adequate an assurance of 
right intentions from my partner 
as I would in engaging bonrd, sot- 
ting up a dressmaking establishment, or 
contracting to give lectures. 

I certainly do regard that woman as 
silly who will give her lovo and her per- 
son without some understanding of the 
position which she is to oocupy, whether 
she is to ho an acknowledged equal and 
companion in a relationship which 18 
intended to be permanent, or whether 
she is to be simply a bodily convenience, 
to beslyly sought when impulse implies, 
and as slyly dropped when passion wanes. 

Surreptitious associations usually 
mean just this, and little else,—a mere 
temporary gratification, the responsi- 
bilities of which can more easily be 
evaded. 

In my opinion, the werld contains 
just as many wrecks resulting from the 
loose associations as from jron-clad legal 
marriage. Both of these conditions are 
to be avoided. 

Almost every one is aware that secret 
sexual alliances are very general; yet 
this proves nothing, except that people 
are rushing hither and thither, blindly 
following amnative impulses,’ without 
wisdom or integrity. 

I do not think these men and women 
are the “best class of society” who form 
“secret love alliances.” Any coward 
can sneak, but it takes a person of char- 
acter to stand by tho association ho has 
formed and take the consequences in- 
volved therein, 

Idid not say marriage of any kind 
would guarantee anything; it would 
simply be an evidence that the twain 
proposed to devote themselyes to each
